Allowances Help Child 

Allowances help introduce chil- 
dren to the world of living on a 
fixed income. But an allowance 
Given before age five will not 
have much training value. 

When you think your child can 
begin to assume the responsi- 
bility for a little money, that's 
when you, the parents and the 
child need to plan the allowance 
together. 

First, you must decide what the 
allowance will be for. Does it 
cover birthday presents and pres- 
ents for family members? Is it 
to be used to pay for schooi sup- 
plies or lunches? 

Then, get a fair estimate of 
how much money this will take 
by having the child keep track 
of the money spent on these items 
for a few weeks. When the ex- 
penses are totaled. add a little 
more for the child to spend 
freely. 

A youngster won't got any prac 
tice spending money and using 
judgement if every cent is plan- 
ned in advance, The amount of 
the ailowance needs to undergo 
changes as the child grows older. 
And sometimes, even with gaod 
management on the part of the 
child, emergencies will arise. 

Let the child know you are 
willing to discuss problems. 
Weigh the merits of each case 
when deciding if the child needs 
extra money or not. To be sucess- 
ful, an allowance must be regular 
and in line with a child's activi- 
ties and abilities.

TO RULE 13 and RULE 14 (0) OF CONSUMERS POWER COMPANY'S | 


STANDARD RULES AND REGULATIONS 


On August 2, 1973, Consumers Power Company 
(the “Company”) filed an application with the Michigan 
Public Service Commission in Case No. U-4399 which 
reuuests authority to amend Rules 13 and 14(D) of its 
presentiy effective Standard Regulations 
(MPSC No. 7 - Electric, Consumers Power Company). 
The Company states om its application that Rule i3 
relates to electric overhead distribution line extension 
policies and Rule 14(D) relates to electric underground 
distribution line extension policies. The Company also 
States in its upplication that the cost of construction of 
both overhead and underground electric distribution line 
extensions has greatly increased. However, the 
Companv's oresently effective Rule 13 and Rule 14(D) 
do not reflect these increased costs. Accordingly. the 
Company proposes to amend such Rules to reflect the 
current costs of constructing such facilities. 


Rules and 


As set forth in proposed Rule 13, the Company 
proposes tc amend the conditions under which 
applications for electric service which require the 
construction of overhead distribution line extensions 
would be granted. Under proposed Ruie 13, the 
Company ;roposes to decrease the number of feet of 
single phase overhead electric distribution line which it 
wili construct without deposit for prospective residential 
customers, 


Under propased Rule 13, the Company would 
construct single phase electric overhead distribution line 
extensions for permanent year-round dwellings at ils 
‘own cost for a distance of 1,000 feet, of which no more 
than 250 feet is a taicral eaiension from the main iine 
distribution feeder. Under present Rule 13, the 
Company will construct such extensions at its own cost 
for a distance of 2,400 feet. Under proposed Rule 13, 
the Company would construct single phase electric 
overhead distribution line extensions for permanent 
seasonal dwellings a distance of 200 feet. of which no 
more than 100 feet is a lateral extension from the main 
line distribution feeder. Under present Rule 13, the 
Company wail construct such extensions at its own cost 
for a distance of 300 feet for permanent seasonal 
dwellings. Under proposed Rule 13, electric overhead 
distribution line extensions in excess of the proposed 
free allowances would require an advance deposit of 
$1.30 per lineal foot. plus a nonrefundable contribution 
for estimated tree trimming costs for such excess 
footage. Presently, Rule 13 requires an advance deposit 
of 40 cents por iineal fuvi for elecitic overticad 
distribution line extensions in excess of the free footage 
ealension and dues not requite a contrioution for tree 
trimming costs. 


Under present Rule 13, the Company would 
construct single phase overhead electric distribution line 
extensions for commercial and industrial customers at 
the Company's own cost where the length of such an 
extension does not exceed five lineal feet of distribution 
line for cach dollar of estimated annual revenue to be 
received from the customer or customers lo be served. 
Rule 13 presently provides that extensions made beyond 
this free footage allowance require a deposit, in advance 
of construction, of 40 cents per lineal foot. Under 
proposed Rule 13, the Company would make such 
extensions without customer deposit when the cost 
thereof does not exceed three times the amount of 
estimated annual revenue to be received from the 
customer or customers to be immediately served when 
the extension is completed. Extensions in excess of this 
free allowance would require an advance deposit in the 
amount by which the estimated ‘construction costs 
exceed the free allowance. 


Fhe Company proposes no change in’ the 
present treatment of overhead 
extensions and primary extensions,

The Company also proposes to amend Rule 
14(D). relating lo its electric underground distribution 
evtiensian nolicy, 


Under proposed Rule 14(D). the Company 
would construct all electric underground distribution 
line extensions at its own vost when such cost (excluding 
transformers, services and meters} does not exceed three 
limes the estimated annual revenue to be received from 
the customer or customers to be served when the 
extension is complete. Extensions in excess of this free 
allowsace would require an advance deposit in the 


amount by which the estimated construction costs 
exceed the frce allowance, less a payment in respect of 
the difference in cost between overhead and 
underground extension construction. 


Under present Rule !4(D), the Company will 
consiruct singit phase electric underground distribution 
line extensions for permanent year-round dwellings at its 
own cost for a distance of 2,400 feet and will construct 
such extensions for permanent seasonal dwellings at its 
own cost for a distance of 300 feet. Presently, an 
advance deposit of 40 cents per lineal foot for such 
extensions in excess of the free footage extension, plus a 
payment in respect of the difference in cost between 
overhead and underground extension construction, is 
required, 


Under present Rule 14(D), the Company would 
construct single phase underground electric distribution 


ling extensions mmercial and industria! customers

at the Company's own cost where the length of such an 
extension does aot exceed five lineal feet of distribution 
ine for each dollar of estimated annual revenue to be 
teceived from the custonier or customers served. 
Presently, an advance deposit of 40 cents per lineal foot 
for such extensions in excess of the free footage 
extension, plus a payment in respect of the difference in 
cost between overhead and underground extension 
COnsiTuction is TequiTed. 


The Company proposes no change in the 
present treatment of underground electric three phase 
extensions and primary extensions. 


Under both proposed Rules 13 and 14(D) the 
Company proposes to change the manner in which 
refunds of deposits made with respect to extensions 
other than three phase and primary extensiois are 
determined, 


In addition to the foregoing, other changes to 
Rules 13 and 14(D) were also proposed by tlic 
Company. The application of the Company in Case No. 
U-4399, together with ‘copies of existing and proposed 
Rules 13 and 14(D) are available tor public inspection at 
the offices of the Michigan Public Service Commission, 
Law Building, Lansing, Michigan 48913 and at each local 
office of Consumers Power Company. 


The Commission has scheduled hearings on the 
applicauon in Case: No. U-4399 and has ordered that 
notice be given that: 


A. A public hearing will be held at 9:30 a.m. 
on January 31, 1974 in the offices of the Commission in 
the Law Building, Lansing, Michigan 48913, for the 
purpose of determining whether, or in what form, Rule 
13 and Rule 14(D) of Consumers Power Company's 
Standard Rules and Regulations should be approved by 
the Commission. 


B. Any party seeking to intervene in’ this 
proceeding, in accordance with Rule 1] of the 
Commission’s Rules of Practice and Procedure, shall file 
with the Commission, at least five (5) days prior to 
January 31, 1974. an criginal and six (6) conformed 
copies at the petition to intervene, together with proof 
of service upon Consumers Power Company.
